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DETAILED ACTION

1 1 and 13 under section 35 USC §101.

The cited prior art USPN 6,507,859 is no longer considered as a prior art in view of the 
Terminal Disclaimer filed on June 06, 2006. Therefore, claims 1-2, 4-9, 1 1, and 13-15 are 
allowed. Additionally, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the features of "a 
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transforming means for transforming a plurality of first digital signals having mutually different 
sampling phases to a plurality of second digital signals in a frequency domain; a memory means 
for storing a plurality of complex numbers corresponding to said sampling phases; a processing 
means for multiplying said plurality of second digital signals and said plurality of complex 
numbers corresponding to the plurality of second digital signals and adding the multiplied results 
to generate a third digital signal free from aliasing components" as recited in claim 1 as a 
representative claim. 

Claims 2, 4-9, 1 1 and 13t15 are also allowed for the same reasons as above.
